islature enacts a measure offered in 
the ' assembly 
by - Representative 


Samuel Owens of Green Lake. 
Any 


soldier, sailor or marine may file 
with the county judge of the'county 
where such person resides on or be- 
fore Nov. 1 of each year, a written 
statement setting forth the facts as 
to his condition financially and ask 
for aid. 
The county judge where 


the application is filed may deter- 
mine the amount, if any,; to which 
the applicant is ent'itled. 


Before the granting of the aid, the 


county judge may order an invest! 
gation to be made by much the same 
process as is now employed under 
the mothers' pension law. To assist 
in making this investigation the 
judge may on July 1, 1919, appoint 
a soldiers' welfare board for the 
county to consist of "three members, 
who shall hold office at the pleasure 
of the judge making the appoint 
ment. 
No salary or wages shall be 


paid to the members of the- com- 
mittee, but they shall be reimbursed 
their actual expenses. 


Aid Is Limited 


The bill then provides: 
"Such board shall advise and con- 


sult with the judge regarding the 
best method of investigating cases; 
establish a basis of household anM 
other expenses to 
compute the 


amount of-aid to be extended to 
persons and to assist them to ex 
tend aid. granted economically and 
advise them how to keep accounts of 
expenses; recommend discontinuance 
and reductions in aid, and generally 
to act, consult and.confer with each 
other and the court relative to -any 
and all problems relating to the reT 
spective parties to be aided and' is 
to th'e best methods of carrying out 
the provisions of the act efficiently." 


The bill then provides that the 


aid granted shall be sufficient to en- 
able the persons > seeking relief to 
receive proper care, but shall in no 
case exceed-$20 per month except in 
emergency cases where the aid -to 
such person shall be left in the dis- 
cretion of the court. 
No aid shall 


continue for a longer period than one 
year without reinvestigation. 


Persons receiving aid shall file a 


monthly statement with the judge 
showing the purposes for which th; 
aid has been spent. The judge may 
require the person receiving aid to

The measure provides' that the

advanced by the county to the resi 
dents of each town, village and city 
The county board at such meeting 
shall determine the amounts to be 
raised and paid by each locality for 
the purpose. . Each town, village and 
city shall levy a tax sufficient to re- 
imburse the county for such ad- 
vances of money as have been mad"?. 
If the locality shall refuse, the coun- 
ty board is given tb,e power to com- 
pel the payment.
